Last mail brought an extract from the 
Canada Gazette giving the reasons for the 
change in the government regulations in re- 
gard to coal mining as well asa definition of 
the districts set apart as coal districts. It 
seems that the honorable minister of the in- 
terior became impressed with the idea that 
while under the old regulations no person 
was permitted to acquire a lease of more 
than 320 acres, yet 

‘* Persons who become lessees could not 
be prevented from uniting and forming 
themselves into companies and thus larye 
areas might be brought under one manaye- 


ment in violation of the spirit of the regu- 
lations.” 


Exactly. And how the absolute sale of 
both land and coal to speculators is going to 
have any different effect is more than most 
weak mortals can see. While it might be 
possible for the government to break up any 
rings that might be formed if they only al- 
lowed miners to work under lease, they cer- 
tainly cannot do so when the miners own ab- 
solutely both the coal and the land under 
which the Coal lies.

been obtained in the United States and Can- 


subsidies; that the new stock will be floated | 
on the New York stock exchange at an early | 
date and will be largely held in the United

several millions from a syndicate of London, | 
Paris and Amsterdam bankers at sixty —that | 
is for every dollar of debt contracted they 
only receive sixty cents. These, however, 
are all mere rumors, All that is known pos- 
itively is that the syndicate are in want of 
funds with which to push the railway next 
summer, and are having great difficulty in | 
getting them. The work already done has 
been done solely with Canadian money and 
that source is now dry. Eastern Canada has 
been pretty thoroughly drained of its surplus 
cash, in the form of subscriptions to syndi- 
cate stock and purchases of syndicate lands, 
and still the railway is only half way to the 
mountains. What further money is required 
must be drawn from other countries and it 
seems very hard to get. When the syndi- 
cate attempt to deal with the bankers of Lon- 
don, Paris, Amsterdam or New York they 
find they have not the obedient Canadian 
government to handle, and instead of every 
advantage being given, every advantage is 
taken of them, They can’t trade political 
support for a cent of cash in those places and 
so they find money hard to get. 

When the syndicate was first formed, and 
ever since, the great excuse for its existence 
has been that such a great work could be carri- 
ed on nore successfully by a company than by 
the government, That although the subsidy 
was enormous it was better to pive it, and 
have the work done certainly and quickly, 
and so relieve the government from all care 
in the matter. But if after all that has been 
given—the enormous land grant, the cash 
bonus and the more expensive links of 
the road already built, or under construc- 
tion —the syndicate still find it difficult 
or impossible to get money with which to 
complete the work, it looks very much as if 
all these bonuses have been thrown away, | 
and that the idea of a company being better 
able to construct the road than the govern- 
ment was fallacious. Had the government 
retained control of the road and built it as a 
national work plenty of money for the pur- 
pose could have been secured in England at 
low rates; there would not now be any danger 
of a stoppage in the work for lack of funds, 
and eastern Canada would not be drained of | 
its capital and trembling on the verge of 
bankruptcy, as itis. The glittering promise

PEACE RIVER. 

The Peace is the largest river in Canada, 
except the Mackenzie, of which it is the prin- 
cipal branch, and the St. Lawrence; and the 
country along its banks is the most northerly 
of the wheat growing rewions of the North- 
West. The river rises in two branches on 
the west side of the Rocky mountains, the 
jarger, called the Finlay, coming from the 
north, and the smaller the Parsnip, from the 
south, flowing parallel with the main range 
and between it and another to the west, 
which is the gold bearing range. When the 
two meet the united stream turns eastward 
through the mountains, under the name of 
Peace river, by the celebrated Peace river 
pass. The Finlay or main branch of the 
river is a large stream navigable for large 
York boats for a considerable distance above 
the junction with the Parsnip, but in its up- 
per part, above the mouth of the Ominica, 
on which are the Ominica mines, and which 
comes into it from the west, it is a very tur- 
bulent stream, not navigable, and very little 
explored, The Parsnip being on the route 
by which the lower Peace river was reached 
by miners and traders from Fraser river, in 
British Columbia, and by which the H.B.Co. 
posts in the northern part of British Colum- 
dia were formerly supplied with goods from 
York Factory,is better known. It is the out- 
let of McLeod's lake, situated on the high 
table land north of the point at which the 
traser makes its great bend. From Ques- 
nelle the route followed by miners and trad- 
ers Was up the Fraser by boat to the mouth 
of Salmon river, 130 miles above Quesnelle 
and 30 above Ft. George; up Salmon river 35 
wiles; then across a three mile portage to a 
small lake the commencement of a chain, 
connected by a small stream only large 
enough for canoes, which led after a course 
of 60 miles of lake and creek to McLeod's 
lake. This lake is about 15 miles long and 
an H.B.Co, post called Ft. McLeod, is situa- 
ted at the outlet. Five miles below McLeod's 
lake on the Parsnip is lake Trombley. From 
McLeod's lake to the junction with the Find- 
lay branch isa distance of about 150 miles 
and the Parsnip for this distance is a shallow 
stream, not very rapid, with low wooded 
banks, and its channel full of snags and sand- 
bars. In high water it might be navigable 
fora small steamboat but certainly not in 
Jow water, :

The 
total length of the Peace from the head of 
the Parsnip to the junction with the Ath- 
abasca is about 850 miles. 

The country along the Parsnip and Finlay 
branches of the Peace is beavily timbered, 
with spruce, hemlock, poplar and birch, with 
some pine, cedar and fir, The climate is 
damp and the snow fall very great—some- 
times seven feet at Ft. McLeod. On the 
north side of the river, east of the moun- 
tainsas far as the mouth of Smoky river, 
the country is mixed prairie and timber, with 
the prairie predominating for from fifty to 
one hundred miles back from the river. The 
land is high, dry and rolling, well watered by 
numerous creeks. The soil isa sandy loam, 
and grass grows luxuriantly. So much so 
that upland hay can be cut, There are many 
fresh water ponds and lakes and no alkali 1s 
visible anywhere. One of these ponds, 20 
miles north of the Mountain Portage, is a 
round basin of perfectly clear water, without 
inlet or outlet, and stocked with three varie- 
ties of trout, which can be caught at all sea- 
sons of the year. The timber is generally 
much larger and of better quality than what 
grows at Edmonton, the poplar being larger 
and the spruce freer from knots. Between 
the clumps of timber the prairie is clean and 
would be easy to break, There are very few 
hay swamps, especially near the river. Fort 
Dunvegan is situated on the river about 40 
miles above the forks by land and is in the 
heart of this prairie country. The prairie 
extends down the river to Ft. Vermillion, 
but does not come quite to the river bank 
below the forks. The soil is richer in this 
lower part but it is riot quite so high or dry 
as that around Dunvegan. Below Vermillion 
the land is low and entirely covered with 
timber. . ; 

On the south side the country is well timn- 
bered for about 80 miles below the Portage. 
Below that point to the mouth of Smoky 
river the bank is heavily timbered but the 


back country is only partially so, and after a, 


distance of about twenty miles from the 
river is reached the Beaver plain commences, 
which extends southward nearly to the Jas- 
per house, takes in the upper part of Smoky 
river on the east and extends west to the 
mountains, This plain has the same general 
characteristics as that north of the river, ex- 
cept that it has less timber, but it has wood 
on all sides of it.

berries have been picked as early as the 17th 
of May in the vicinity of the Rocky moun- 
tain portage, Winter closes in about the 
same time as at Edmonton, and is nearly 
thuovh perhaps not quite as cold, re 
no blizzards, and the chinook winds blowing 
through the low pass in the mountains hay e 
a very great effect. 

Taken altogether the Peace river country 
is in itself a most desirable locality for settle- 


ment, but at the present time it is practi- 
cally inaccessible. Even could an ordinary 
settler establish himself there the impossi- 


bility of getting in the necessary implements 
stock and supplies would for the time being 
be a great drawback to him. Such a country 
cannot remain closed up much longer, how- 
ever. As the wave of immigration rolls Wwest- 
ward, the pioneering spirit—the desire to 
find out and subdue the unknown 80 
strong in the minds of both the old and new 
settlers of Canada, will carry some of the 
more enterprising Ones to the banks of this 
grand river; and onve a foothold bas been ob-

COMMERCIAL 

The weather has been favorable 
good all week, and in consequence trade has 
been brisk. There isa fuller supply of goods 
in town at present than has been all winter, 
but it is doubtful if the Supply will last until 
more arrive. The H.B.Co, have not been so 
short of goods for many years as they have 
been this season. It is now about sixteen 
months since there was a full stock on hand 
in Edmonton, but every nerve will be strained 
to have a larger supply than ever before here 
first thing in the spring. Fresh stocks may 
be expected from the end of the track by 
carts, between the middle and end of May 
and the five steamboat loads now at Cumber 
land may be expected about the same time. 

Nearly all the grain is threshed and the 
average yield is higher than was thought 
likely at first. Crop sowed on spring break- 
Ing seeins to have done fully as well as that 
on old land, In all cases the sample is extra 
good and although almost all the grain is 
damp, little or none of it is actually damaged, 
The tact of its being damp causes preat ‘loss 
in threshing, however. The club w heat is 
being looked upon more favorably since the 
threshing, as it has yielded better and is a 
fairer sample than in previous years, It is 
thoroughly acclimatized and is the hardiest 
wheat grown here. In some instances last 
season it ripened thoroughly in ninety duys, 
The grain is a fair size, not very pluinp, and 
when newly threshed has the appearance of 
amber, It is the hardest, of all hard wheat. 
T he heads are seldom more than an inch long 
which makes a heavy yield per acre all the 
more remarkable. When thoroughly cleaned 
it weighs from 60 to 65 Ibs. per bushel. The 
ereater part of the barley crop this season 
weighs over 50 pounds to the bushel Prices 
remain the same as’ last week, and V ery few 
sales are made. Farnners are holding fora 
rise and merchants expect to buy cheaper 
: Very little beef can be procured, The price 
Is sixteen to eizhteen eents, Pork is 30 cts 
fish are not for sale, bacon 40 cts rabbits 
50 cts, prairie chickens 25 cts.
